The  news  from  Chili  within  llie  last  three 
or  four  days  indicate  that  the  revolutionists 
have  again  taken  .the  offensive  and  have 
forced  Balmaceda  into  a  very  critical  posi- 
tion, They  effected  a  landing  with  15,000 
men  a  short  distance  to  the  north  of  Val- 
paraiso and  at  once  marched  upon  Qtiillota, 
cutting  the  railway  between  Valparaiso  ami 
Santiago  and  at  the  same  time  cutting  off 
communication  between  the  various  di- 
visions of  the  dictator's  arm)-.  This  places 
Balmaceda  in  a  ve*ry  critical  position. 
Valparaiso  is  undefended  from  the  rear  and 
lite  small  force  in  that  city  will  be  unable 
to  protect  it  from  capture.  A  force  of  some 
5,000  men  in  Coquimbo  is  also  cut  off 
from  communication  'with  Santiago  where 
the  main  portion  of  Balmaceda  s  army, 
10,000  in  number,  is  stationed.  The  move- 
ment is  a  bold  one  and  has  been  carried 
out  with  admirable  skill  and  vigor. 
Whether  it  means  the  capture  of  Valparaiso 
or  an  immediate  attack  on  Balinaceda  him- 
self, can  be  for  the  moment  only  a  matter 
of  conjecture,«but  it  may  be  presumed  from 
the  manner  in  which  the  campaign  has 
been  opened  that  the  revolutionary  leaders 
propose  to  bring  the  struggle  to  a  decisive 
issue  at  once.  It  is  to  be  sincerely  hoped 
that  the  war  may  be  decided  within  the 
next  few  days,  and  that  it  may  result  in  a 
brilliant  success  for  the  revolutionists  who 
best  represent  the  liberal  and  progressive 
elements  ol  Chili. 


The  delay  in  the  appointment  of  the 
bank  investigation  commission  referred  to 
elsewhere  in  an  extract  from  the  Jornal  do 
Commercio,  has  enabled  Barfto  de  Lucena's 
political  opponents  to  score  a  point  against 
him,  for  upon  motion  of  Deputy  Demclrio 
kibeiro  the  Chamber  has  appointed  a 
special  commission  to  investigate  and  re- 
port upon  the  currency  Question.  So 
experienced  a  politician  as  Barfto  de  Lucena 
should  never  have  been  caught  in  such  a 
manner  ;  and  his  hesitation  in  this  matter 
of  investigation  has.  created  a  belief  that 
the  government  is  not  altogether  determined 
upon  looking  into  the  accounts  of  these 
so-called  banks—  perhaps  "  bucket  shops" 
is  a  more  correct  term— even  by  means  of 
a  commission  formed  of  Treasury  officials, 
who  know  nothing  of  commercial  book- 
keeping, and  of  the  fiscals  appointed  by  die 
government,  who  are  declared  to  be 
suspects  by  the  very  fact  of  the  appointment 
of  the  commission.  Fortunately  the  cupidity 
of  these  so-called  banks  has  brought  them 
under  government  inspection,  for  in  the 
heyday  of  speculation  they  applied  for 
the  appointment  ol  government  agents  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  law  of  July 
4th,  in  order  that  they  might  serve  as  de- 
positaries for  the  calls  made  upon  the  share- 
holders of  the  "wild-cat"  companies.  Now 
if,  as  the  Joriwl  demands,  the  government 
appoints  honest,  independent  and  expert 
men  to  investigate  the  accounts  of  these 
banks,  there  cannot  be  the  slightest  doubt 
that  the  gravest  scandals  will  be  brought  to 
light,  and  perhaps,  some  reputations  tar- 
nished. Hence,  it  is  assumed,  the  hesita- 
tion of  Barao  de  Lucena  in  nominating 
even  his  harmless  commission.  Never  was 
there  a  time  when  the  Brazilian  govern- 
merit  was  so  urgently  called  upon  to  exer- 
cise the  profession  of  the  surgeon*  and 
extirpate  by  knife  and  cautery  the  vicious 
excrescences  that  have  been  formed  upon  the 
credit  of  Brazil  bya  few  soulless  speculators. 


Every    bank    and    company  that  in    the 

remotest  degree  enjoys  a  favor  from  the 
Treasury  should  lie  submitted  to  an  investi- 
gation so  thorough  and  searching  lliat  each 
will  emerge  from  the  crucible  either  pure 
metal,  or  the  dross  of  which  many  are  com- 
posed. It  is  evident  that  the  minister  of 
finance  will  not  be  permitted  to  allow  his 
promised  investigation  to  sleep — or,  to 
employ  the  favorite  Brazilian  term,  to  place 
a  stone  upon  it.  His  political  opponents 
are  active  young  men,  anxious  apparently 
to  gain  notoriety,  but  Barao  de  Lucena  had 
much  better  throw  some  of  Gen.  Kuy  Bar- 
bosa's  children  to  the  wolves  than  be  him- 
self devoured. 


There  can  be  no  disputing  the  fact  that 

(he  situation  in  Brazil  has  become  most  crit- 
ical, and  that  it  can  not  be  supported 
much  longer,  Although  the  country  is  now 
marketing  a  large  coffee  crop,  and  although 
the  out-turn  of  other  products  is  equal  to, 
if  not  above  the  average,  the  rate  of  ex- 
change is  steadily  falling  and  the  costs  and 
difficulties  of  living  and  transacting  business 
are  continually  increasing.  There  has  been 
no  war,  nor  great  calamity  ;  the  country  is 
in  a  state  of  profound  peace  and  not  one 
single  obstacle  exists  to  the  development  of 
industry  and  trade.  And  yet,  in  spite  of 
all  this,  the  credit  of  the  country  abroad  has 
largely  decreased  and  is  being  now  main- 
tained with  difficulty,  while  at  home  the 
currency  of  the  country  is  depreciated  nearly 
fifty  per  cent,  trade  is  becoming  demoraliz- 
ed and  public  confidence  lias  been  seriously 
shaken.  Many  of  -the  best  enterprises 
o\'  yesterday  have  been  absorbed  in  the 
reckless  bubble  speculations  of  to-day,  to 
the  serious  loss  of  investors  and  the 
discredit  of  the  country.  Many  of  the  en- 
terprises of  to-day  are  in  the  hands  of  spe- 
culators, while  most  of  the  avenues  leading 
to  the  industrial  development  ofthecounlry 
are  controlled  by  speculators  and  mono- 
polies. There  is  not  one  hopeful  feature 
in  the  whole  situation,  outside  of  the 'still 
bounteous  production  ol  the  soil.  There 
has  been  a  peaceful  change  of  government, 
which  has  created  but  little  more  distur- 
bance than  an  ordinary  change  of  ministry, 
but  it  has  left  everything  in  so  topsy-turvy 
and  unsettled  a  condition  that  the  new  men 
seem  to  be  utterly  lost  in  the  confusion. 
In  every  branch  of  the  public  service,  inca- 
pacity and  indifference  reign  supreme.  We 
have  a  bank  problem  which  no  one  is  able 
to  solve,  a  currency  problem  which  no  one 
can  understand,  a  joint  stock  company  pro- 
blem whose  destructive  results  no  one  fore- 
sees, a  transportation  and  shipping  problem 
whose  delects  no  one  appreciates,  a  custom- 
house problem  whose  oppressiveness  and 
fatal  consequences  no  one  cares  to  think 
about,  and  political  problems  without  num- 
ber whose  solution  is  being  sought  in  make- 
shifts and  delays,  to  the  incalculable  loss  of 
trade  and  industry  in  every  part  of  the 
country.  It  is  idle  to  close  our  eyes  to  the 
consequences  of  such  a  policy  as  this  !  It 
is  worse  than  idle  to  believe  that  coffee  and 
sugar  will  ultimately  solve  the  difficulty  in 
spite  of  incapacity  and  maladministration. 
Unless  some  order  is  infused  into  the  bank- 
ing laws  of  the  country  and  the  issue  of 
currency  is  at  once  restricted,  unless  some- 
thing is  done  to  lighten  the  burdens  of 
customs  taxation,  and  unless  something  is 
done  to  break  the  monopolies  and  suspend 
the  parasitical  enterprises  created  by  the 
provisional  government,  the  bankruptcy  of 
the  country  is  just  as  sure  to  result  in  the 
near  future  as  it  was  in  Uruguay  and  Ar- 
gentina. There 'is  still  lime  to  change  the 
immoral  and  fatal  policy  forced  upon  the 
country  by  Ruy  Barbosa,  but  not  without 
serious  loss.  But,  in  our  opinion,  it  is 
better  to  incur  that  loss  at  once  than  to 
continue  the  Argentine  experiment  one  sin- 
gle day  longer. 


The  recent  action  of  the  merchants  of 
this  city  in  petitioning  Congress  to  modify 
existing  orders  for  the  collection  of  duties  in 
.-eld  by  the  substitution  of  provisions  for 
the  collection  of  half  of  those  duties  in  cur- 
rency and  the  other  half  in  the  currency 
equivalent  of  gold,  is  certainly  entitled  to  a 
respectful  and  serious  hearing.  When 
some  three  hundred  odd  of  the  most  in- 
fluential and  respected  business  men  of  a 
city  unite  in  such  a  recommendation,  it 
must  certainly  command  respect.  While 
we  are  not  entirely  in  accord  with  the 
scheme  proposed,  we  certainty  sympathize 
with  every  movement  and  with  every 
measure  which  aim  to  reduce  tiie  burdens 
weighing  upon  the  people.     These  burdens 


have  already  become  very  heavy  and  are 
daily  becoming  heavier.  The  costs  of 
living  are  abnormally  high  and  the  re- 
sources of  the  masses,  who  are  without 
means  and  are  largely  dependent  upon 
heavily  taxed  imports,  are  totally  inade- 
quate to  meet  them.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered that  fully  three-fourths  of  the  popula- 
tion of  lirazil  are  non-producers  and  that 
the  country  is  still  without  those  industrial 
and  productive  resources  which  enable  a 
people  to  stand  heavy  taxation.  Consider- 
ing that  the  people  are  very  largely  led  and 
clothed  with  imported  articles,  and  that 
every  change  in  the  rate  of  duty  is  imme- 
diately apparent  in  the  price  charged  for 
these  articles,  and  considering  also  that  the 
wages  and  productive  industries  of  the 
people  are  not  sufficient  to  permit  so  large 
an  increase  in  the  costs  of  articles  necessary 
for  their  sustenance  and  comfort,  it  must 
be  seen  that  the  duties  now  collected  have 
become  a  very  serious  burden.  These 
duties  were  oppressively  high  even  when  ex- 
change was  at  par,  and  nothing  but  the 
mildness  of  this  climate  prevented  universal 
suffering  among  those  who'  had  only  a 
meagre  rate  of  wages  with  which  to  meet 
the  most  ordinary  needs  of  life.  Considering 
now  ih.it  die  collection  of  these  duties  in 
gold  at  die  exchange  "I  to  day  means  an  in- 
crease of  about  eighty-five  per  cent  in  the 
duties  cillected  at  the  custom-house,  that 
rents  and  the  price  of  domestic  products 
have  increased  from  fifty  to  one  hundred 
pei'  cent,  and  that  wages  have  increased 
perhaps  not  more  than  twenty-five  percent 
on  an  average,  and  we  have  a  situation 
which  1,  noi  only  difficult,  but  which  is  full 
of  peril,  In  view  of  these  tacts,  which  are 
patent  to  every  observer,  we  are  not  inclined 
to  split  hairs,  nor  to  oppose  any  measure 
which  promises  relief.  In  our  opinion  the 
government  is  entirely  within  its  right  in 
requiting  customs  duties  to  be  paid  in  gold, 
but  this  right  certainly  does  not  imply  so' 
calamitous  a  result  as  that  which  now 
threatens  the  Brazilian  people.  In  our 
opinion  'the  scheme  proposed  will  also 
render  commercial  calculations  unneces- 
sarily complicated  and  troublesome.  II 
the  payment  of  duties  at  a  fixed  rate  of 
exchange,  irrespective  of  the  market  rate  on 
gold,  'is  not  considered  satisfactory,  then 
perhaps  a  decrease  in  the  tariff  schedule  to 
counterbalance  the  increased  cost  of  gold, 
would  accomplish  the  same  result  in  a  better 
way.  In  all  events  something  must  be  done, 
or  the  government  will  soon  be  called  upon 
to  lace  a  crisis  which  will  not  be  very  easily 
solved.  Wasting  the  public  revenue  on 
useless  military  display,  on  pensions,  sub- 
sidies, guarantees  and  profitless  salaries,  is 
no  excuse  lor  an  expenditure  which  renders 
this  increased  taxation  necessary,  and  the 
people  will  one  clay  make  that  fact  felt.' 

W'k  desire  .to  again  call  the  attention  of 
the  minister  of  finance  to  the  necessity  of 
immediate  action  in  the  matter  of  providing 
more  and  better  facilities  for  the  loading  and 
discharge  of  vessels  in  this  port  and  at 
Santos,  The  losses  to  shipowners  and 
merchants  have  been  very  heavy  in  both 
ports,  and  it  is  unwise  ami  highly  unjust  to 
let  the  evil  continue.  II'  the  cause  is  to  be 
found  in  the  lack  of  warehouses,  then  let  us 
have  more  of  them  at  once;  or  if  in  a  lack 
of  lighters,  then  let  every  facility  be  given 
for  the  employment  of  a  greater  number  ol 
them.  To  keep  a  vessel  in  port  three  and 
four  months  waiting  lor  an  opportunity  to 
discharge  is  a  gross  injustice.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  the  volume  of  trade  in 
both  of  these  ports  has  rapidly  and  largely 
increased  within  the  past  two  years,  and 
that  new  and  better  facilities  for  handling 
merchandise  are  absolutely  necessary.  Old 
methods  being  insuflicient,  new  ones  must 
be  provided.  It  should  be  gratifying  to  the 
government  to  be  called  upon  to  take  action 
in  such  a  matter,  for  it  implies  an  increase 
in  the  volume  of  trade  from  which  the 
treasury  will  receive  a  largely  increased 
revenue.  From  all  accounts  the  situation 
in  Santos  is  almost  disheartening,  for  it  is 
not  only  most  difficult  to  procure  lighters, 
but  the  arrangements  for  weighing  and 
handling  goods  in  the  custom-house  will 
not  permit  a  rapid  discharge.  Here  in 
Rio  not  only  is  there  a  scarcity  of  lighters, 
but  a  lack  of  warehouse  space,  an  indis- 
position to  dispatch  goods  so  heavily  tax- 
ed that  loss  is  sure  to  result,  and  a  badly 
disciplined  laboring  force  which  manages 
somehow  to  handle  a  very  small  quantity  of 
merchandise  in  the  very  few  hours  of  daily 
labor.  Add  to  this  the  worse  than  defective 
methods  of  shipping  coffee  and  the  conges- 


ted condition  of  the  Saude  district,  through 
which  the  coffee  must  pass,  and  we  have 
more  than  reasons  enough  for  immediate 
action  on  the  part  of  the  minister.  Under 
existing  conditions  it  is  impossible  to 
ship  as  much  coffee  in  a  day  as  was 
done  a  few  years  ago,  and  the  average 
daily  shipment  is  being  steadily  decreased 
because  of  the  impossibility  of  transport- 
ing the  coffee  through  this  one  over- 
crowded street.  The  measure  of  relief  here 
suggested  is  the  establishment  of  other 
shipping  points,  so  that  the  hourly  "blocks" 
in  the  Ruada  Saude  may  be  avoided.  Both 
shippers  and  officials  should  not  permit  the 
present  cool  season  to  pass  without  provid- 
ing a  remedy  for  this,  for  it  must  be  appar- 
ent to  all  that  the  difficulties  will  be  again 
largely  increased  when  the  next  hot  season 
comes.  More  shipping  points  for  coffee 
and  either,  piers  or  more  lighters,  with  effi- 
cient lafcor,  for  imports  are  urgently  requir- 
ed, for  the  present  trade  of  this  port  can  not 
io  without  them.

THE   BANKS. 

The  examination"  which  die  minister  of  finance 
desires  10  have  made  into  the  accounts  of  the  banks 
[hat  receive  favors  from  the  tax-payers,  will  be 
illusory  unless  steps  be  taken  to  have  ii  executed 
by  competent  and  independent  experts  ;  and  unless 
ihere  is  demanded  from  these  a  categorical  reply  to 
certain  questions,  the  solution  of  which  greatly 
interests  the  public. 

It  is  urgent  to  learn  exactly  how  the  payments  of 
capital  (entradas)  of  ihese  institutions  are  compos- 
ed; if  there  were  real  payments  in  cash,  or  merely 
"cross-entries,"  or  any  other  sleight  of  hand. 

It  is  urgent  that  we  learn  what  has  been  decided 
relative  to  shares  forfeited  under  the  statutes,  and 
whether  many  of  these  are  not  the  property  of  the 
directors  themselves. 

It  is  urgent,  in  view  ol  fictitious  balance-sheets, 
showing  "fictitious  profits  and  fictitious  reserves, 
that  it  be  clearly  liquidated  as  to  what  these 
reserves  consist  of, whether  they  are  anything  more 
that  items  in  the  accounts. 

It  is  urgent  to  know  upon  what  basis  advances 
have  been  made  upon  shares  pledged;  whether 
upon  their  value  in  January,  or  on  that  in  July  ;  i( 
such  shares  are  fully  paid,  or  in  lack  of  litis  who 
is  to  meet  further  calls,  in  case  llie  respective  com- 
panies (as  will  necessarily  happen, to  many)  must 
suspend  operations  and  go  into  liquidation,  leav- 
ing debts  behind  them, 

It  is  urgent  to  know  llie  composition  of  llie  item 
"Titles  owned  by  the  banks";  whether  these  were 
acquired  by  purchase  or  by  subscription;  of  what 
companies  they  are,  and  whether  these  are  nol 
"squabs"  {Jilhotes)  ol  the  holders  themselves  ;  ami 
the  extent  of  the  responsibility  for  future  calls. 

It  is  urgent  to  know  how  deposits  are  constitut- 
ed; whether  they  are  bona-fide  deposits,  or  balances 
ofcredtts  opened  against  the  pledge  of  "squab"  sec- 
urities, valueless  in  the  market,  and  if  such  deposits 
are  at  fixed  dates,  or  otherwise. 

Finally  it  is  urgent  to  learn  to  what  extent  each, 
director,  or  employe,  ol  the  banks  assisted  by  the 
state  is  indebted  to  his  bank  with  guarantee,  or 
without  it. 

This  is  most  important,  for  rumors  are  current 
that  the  directors  alone  of  one  bank  owe  to  it, 
without  guarantee,  thousands  of  cantos  de  tits. 

All  these  points  cannot  have  escaped  the  pers- 
picacity of  liarao  de  Lucena,  (or  they  are  suggest- 
ed to  any  expert  auditor.  What  remains  is  to  have 
the  examination  made  by  incorruptible  persons. 
We  need  to  be  on  the  watch.

-A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  yesterday  says 
that  a  robbery  of  500,000$  had  been  discovered  in 
tlie  London  and  River  Plate  Bank  of  that  city,  and 
thill  two  employes  had 'been  placed  under  arrest, 

— During  May,  June,  ami  July  3,719  persons 
were  vaccinated  by  ihe  municipal  doctors,  19,530 
tubes  of  vaccine  were  distributed  and  5, 73H  disin- 
fections carried  out,  The  cases  registered  of  small- 
pox were  :  May  335,  June  266,  July  225,  total  823. 
Deaths  from  small-pox  :  May  62,  June  46,  July  36, 
total  145.  Dining  the  same  months  there  were 
registered  84  cases  and  41  deaths  Irom  diphtheria, 
—Montevideo  Times,  August  9II1. 

— The  amount  paid  to  the'  contractors  of  the 
Buenos  Aires  Port  Works  to  201I1  May  last  was 
$10,797,171  gold,  and  certificates  had  been  given 
lor  a  further  sum  of  $6,402,210  gold.  The  lolfll 
cos!  of  the  Works  to  thftl  time  had  been  $17,199,381, 
of  which  $3,893,152  was  for  works  not  originally 
contemplated.  The  estimated  amount  required  for 
completing  the  works  is  $16,488,450,  besides  the 
commission  of  Mr.  Madero  of  7^  %, 

—  A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  201I1  an- 
nounced an  expedition  of  the  revolutionists  in 
CllHi,  whose  destination  was  staled  to  lie  some 
place  not  far  from  Valparaiso.  On  the  22nd 
another  telegram  announced  that  15,000  men  had 
been  landed  at  a  point  north  ol  Valparaiso  and 
were  marching  upon  Quitloln,  a  town  between  that 
city  and  Santiago.  The  same  telegram  snys  that 
the  railway  line  had  been  cat. 

—The  arrival  in  Buenos  Aires  of  a  small  in- 
stalment of  Baron  Kirseh's  Hebrew  colonists  has 
already  set  malicious  fanatics  to  work  exclaiming 
against  Jewish  immigration,  although  the  boldest 
of  them  can  find  little  to  sny  in  disfavor  of  the 
specimens  already  arrived.  Indeed, Judging  from 
even  prejudiced  accounts,  they  seem  a  decided 
improvement  on  the  ayernge  Napoliian  01  Gallego 
immigrant.— Montevideo  Tunes,  August  12th.

Legislative  Notes 


August  15. — .VfK(7/e.--Senator  Pinheiro  Guedes 
withdrew  his  motion  for  declining  to  accept  the 
congratulations  of  the  president  of  the  Mntto 
Grosso  legislature.  When  Senator  Americo  Lobo 
was  speaking  against  the  proposed  fresh  meal 
monopoly,  Senator  Wandenkolk  remarked  that  the 
president  of  the  municipal  council  is  allowed  to  do 
whatever  he  pleases  and  that  this  will  continue 
until  the  people  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  rise  and  demand 
thetr  rights.  Senators  Amaro  Cavalcanti  and  Uhal- 
dino  do  Aniaral  defended  the  bill  for  limiting  the 
powers  of  the  governors  of  unorganized  stales. 
Senator  Klyseu  Marlins  opposed  it  and  moved  ihat 
it  be  sent  back  to  the  committee.  The  bill,  ire 
says,  is  illogical,  absurd,  unconstitutional  and  con- 
trary to  parliamentary  usage,  and  is  an  allempt  on 
the  part  of  the  legislative  branch  of  the  govern- 
ment to  usurp  the  functions  of  the  executive. 
Senator  Americo  Lobo  said  he  did  not  think  the 
hill  would  accomplish  the  purpose  (or  which  it  is 
intended.  Chamber  of  Deputies.—  Deputy  Bellar- 
mino  de  Mendonca  introduced  a  bill  for  revising 
the  promotions  made  in  the  army  since  November 
15,  1889.  Deputy  Guimaraes  Natal  criticised  the 
communication  received  Irom  the  minister  of  in- 
terior  in  regard  to  affairs  in  Goyaz,  a  communica- 
tion which  he  considers  evasive  and  unworthy  of  a 
minister.  ■  Deputy  Conceives  Chaves  defended  the 
report  on  the  committee  on  legislation  in  favor  of 
rejecting  the  bill  for  annulling  the  2nd  part  <>f  Art. 
21  of  the  constitution  of  Santa  Calharjna.  Me 
warned  congress  against  the  tendency  now  dis- 
played in  ihe  two  houses  towards  establishing  the 
omnipotence  ol  the  federal  congress.  Deprive  the 
states  of  their  sovereignly,  he  said,  and  ihc  new 
institutions  ol  the  country  will  crumble  into  dust. 
Deputy  Amphilophio  opposed  the  report  and  de- 
feuded  the  bill.  The  bill,  he  said,  is  intended  to 
defend  the  principle  of  liberty  ol  conscience,  and 
the  right  of  congress  to  vole  it  is  derived  from 
Art.  35  of  the  constitution, 

AUGUST  17. —  Senate. —  The  joint  committee  re- 
ported a  bill  for  defining  Ihe  crimes  lhat  subject 
the  President  of  the  republic  lo  impeachment. 
Senator  Amaro  Cavalconli  introduced  a  bill  on 
banks  of  issue.  The  Senate  then  went  into  secret 
session  for  executive  business.  Chamber  of  Depu- 
ties.— Deputy  Tires  Ferreira  introduced  bills 
appropriating  100,000$  for  improving  the  port  of 
Amaracao,  100,000$  for  building  a  custom-house 
at  Parnahyba,  300,0110$  for  the  relief  of  sufferers 
from  the  drouth  in  Piauhy  and  50,000  for  construct- 
ing a  building  for  ihe  official  residence  ol  the 
governor  of  this  stale,  A  petition  was  received 
from  the  Empreza  das  Obras  Publicas  da  Estrada 
da  Bahia  asking  for  a  guarantee  of  6  %  interest 
on  capital  to  be  employed  in  building  a  railway 
from  Timbo  In  Ilaporanga.  Out  of  respect  for  the 
memory  of  the  late  Deputy  Ernesto  de  Oliveira  the 
Chamber  then  adjourned  to  the  following  day. 

AUGUST  18.  —Senate.—  Senator  Pinheiro  Guedes 
offered  a  resolution  protesting  against  the  retention 
ol  the  present  governor  of  Matto-Grosso  at  the 
head  of  the  administration  of  that  slate.  This 
resolution,  being  opposed  by  Senators  Americo 
Lobo  and  Elyseu  Martins,  was  withdrawn  by  its 
author.  Senator  Quint i no  Bocayuva  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  bill  limiting  the  powers  of  unorgan- 
ized states,  claiming  that  congress  has  a  right  to 
interfere  in    the  affairs    not    only  of   unorganized 


states  but  even  of  those  that  are  organized  when- 
ever in  such  states  republican  institutions  are 
endangered,  as  is  now  the  case  in  Goyai.  After  a 
speech  Irom  SeiiMor  Generoso  Marques,  who 
Mated  he  was  not  convinced  by  the  arguments  in 
favor  of  the  bill,  it  was  put  to  vote  and  passed 
in  2nd  discussion.  Chamber  of  Deputies.—  Dep- 
uties Vinhaes  and  Henrique  de  Carvalho  severely, 
criticised  the  conduct  of  the  president  of  the 
municipal  council  ol  Rio  de  Janeiro,  who,  they 
think,  should  not  lie  retained  in  his  office,  Deputy 
Natal  Guimaraes  returned  to  the  subject  of  affairs 
at  Goyaz,  which,  he  says,  are  in  a  desperate  state 
and  which,  if  not  remedied,  will  force  the  people  of 
that  slate  into  revolution.  Deputy  Marciano  de 
Magalliaes  introduced  two  bills  relating  to  army 
organization.  The  Paid  delegation  introduced  a 
hill  lor  the  survey  of  telegraph  routes  between  the 
capital  ol  Ihe  state  anil  other  lowns.  Deputy  Bar- 
hosa  Lima  and  others  introduced  a  bill  on  public 
cemeleiies,  I'he  bill  lor  the  organization  of  the 
federal  disnict  was  voted  in  is!  discussion.  The 
resolution  for  changing  the  term  of  office  of  the 
officers  of  the  house  was  rejected.  All  ihe  officers 
ol  the  house  were  re-elected  except  the  vice- 
president,  Oliveira  Pinto,  who  was  succeeded  by 
Deputy  Joan  Lopes,  the  vote  being  81  for  the 
latter  and  60  for  the  former. 

August  19.— ■Senate,—  Senator  Americo  Lobo 
moved  to  ask  for  information  from  the  government 
in  regard  to  the  collection  of  taxes  on  the  products 
ol  Minns  Geraes  at  Caravellas,  and  also  in  regard 
to  the  construction  of  a  railway  from  Ouro  Prelo  to 
Pecanha  and  the  supervision  of  the  Companhia 
Geral.  Senator  V.  Machado  introduced  a  bill  for 
raising  the  post-office  of  Minas  Geraes  to  the  2ml 
class.  Senator  Jose"  llygino  pointed  out  defects 
in  the  bill  limiting  the  powers  of  governors  of  un- 
organized states  and  offered  amendments.  Senator 
Aquihnn  do  Aniaral  claimed  that  President  Deo- 
doro  had  broken  solemn  promises  that  he  made  in 
regard  to  affairs  in  Mallo  Grosso.  If  Senate 
(oaquim  Murtinlio  represents  that  state,  this  i: 
due  not  to  his  influence,  but  to  the  pressure  ol 
Gen.  Deodoro,  whose  age  and  fear  of  death  makes 
him  subservient  lo  all  the  caprices  of  his  attending 
physician.  Grants  have  been  made  to  Senator 
Murtinlio,  he  said,  to  the  value  of  thousands  of 
con  I  os  of  reis.  If  he  (ails  to  prove  all  he  assert! 
he  will  resign  his  seat  in  the  Senate,  and  he  chal 
ledges  Senator  Murlinho  to  follow  his  example.-' 
Chamber  of  Deputies.— The  1st  secretary  com 
plained  lhat  a  telegram  ol  condolence  addressed  in 
ihe  name  of  the  Chamber  to  the  widow  of  the  late 
Deputy  Ernesto  de  Oliveira  had  been  retui 
from  Ihe  telegraph  office  with  the  following  words 
written  in  pencil:  — "In  view  of  the  regulations 
and  orders  in  force,  this  telegram  cannot  be  ac- 
cepted as  official."  Deputy  Goncalo  e  l.agos 
moved  that  the  fact  be  officially  communicated  to 
ihe  minister  ol  pnst-offices  and  telegraplts.  Den 
uiy  Ponies  de  Miranda,  amid  constant  interrup- 
tions, defended  Araujo  Goes,  acting-governor  of 
Alagoas.  Deputy  Oliveira  Pinto  spoke  in  regard 
to  the  sum  of  1,425,000$  due  from  the  general 
government  to  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  on 
account  ol  the  lalter's  expenditures  with  the 
Central  railway.  Deputy  Caetano  de  Albuquerque 
moved  thai  ihe  government  be  asked  for  copies  of 
lire  telegrams  sent  to  the  governor  of  Mntto  Grosso 
in  regard  to  the  election  held  on  Jan.  3rd.  Deputy 
Bellarmino  de  Mendonca  defended  his  bill  for  re- 
storing Visconde  de  Maracajti  and  Barao  do 
Ladario  to  active  service.  Deputy  Aristides  Lobo 
opposed  ihe  bill,  which,  he  thinks,  will  encourage 
the  hopes  of  monarchists,  Deputy  Badaro  spoke 
111  favor  of  rejecting  the  bill  to  annul  the  pro- 
visions in  the  Santa  Catharina  constitution  in 
regard  lo  marriage.  He  contended  that  congress 
has  no  right  lo  interfere  in  this  matter;  Deputy 
\loniz  Erere  spoke  in  favor  of  the  bill  and 
Deputy.  Aristides  Mnia  against  it.  Deputy  Anni- 
bal  Falcon  defended  the  bill. 

August  20.— Senate.-  Senator  Wandenkolk  in- 
troduced a  bill  for  reorganizing  the  corps  of  naval 
engineers,  The  bill  lor  limiting  the  powers  of 
governors  of  unorganized  slates  was  passedin  3rd 
discussion  with  the  amendments  o(  Senator  Jose 
llygino.  The  bill  defining  crimes  of  the  President 
of  the  republic  subject  to  impeachment  was  voted 
in  2nd  discussion.  Chamber  of  Deputies.  —  Deputy 
Thomnz  Delfino  presented  a  petition  ol  residents 
on  the  island  of  Paquela  opposing  annexation  to 
the  stale  of  Rio  de  Janeiro.  Deputy  Ephacio  in- 
troduced bills  appropriating  200,000$  for  survey  of 
a  telegraph  route  in  Parahyba  and  1,200,000$  [or 
relief  of  sufferers  Irom  Ihe  drouth  in  Parahyba, 
Kin  Grande  do  Norte  and  Ccaro,  Deputy  Antao 
de  Earia  and  others  introduced  a  bill  defining  the 
competence  of  the  general  government  and  lhat  of 
ihe  stales  in  regard  to  internal  improvements. 
Depuly  Franca  Carvalho  spoke  against  Ihe  grant 
ol  a  railway  for  connecting  the  Rio  de  Ouro  road 
with  the  station  of  Commercio.  Depuly  liarbosa 
Lima  wished  to  know  why  the  government  in 
appoiniing  Visconde  de  Pelolas  councillor  of  war 
does  not  call  him  by  his  title,  while  it  retains  the 
titles  of  Barao  de  Lucena  and  Barao  do  Rio  Apa. 
Deputy  Demetrio  Ribeiro  moved  that  a  special 
commitlee  of  five  members  be  appointed  to  inquire 
into  the  expedience  of  altering  the  present  con- 
tracts with  the  banks  of  issue  and  of  adoptingolher 
measures  in  relation  to  Ihe  currency.  Deputies 
Bezerril,  Leovigildo  Filgueiras  and  Barbosa  Lima 
spoke  on  the  question  of  granting  permission 
lor  bringing  a  suit  for  slander  against  Deputy 
Marti nho  Rodrigues.  Deputy  Adolpho  Gordo 
spoke  against  the  bill  for  annulling  a  part  of  the 
constitution  of  Santa  Catharina. 

August  21.  —Senate. — Senator  Americo  Lobo 
introduced  a  bill  for  collecting  import  duties  half 
in  gold  and  half  in  currency.  The  president  made 
some  remarks  on  the  importance  of  not  wasting 
time.  The  bill  on  the  appointment  of  judges  was 
voted  in  1st  discussion;  also  the  bill  in  regard  to 
the  appointment  of  civil  and  military  officers.  The 
bill  on  coast  trade  was  passed  in  2nd  discussion 
and  Ihe  bill  defining  Ihe  crimes  for  which  the 
President  of  the  republic  may  lie  impeached  was 
passed  in '3rd  discussion.  A  hill  on  elections  was 
reported  Irom  the  joint  committee  of  the  two 
houses.  A  communication  was  received  from  the 
minister  of  agriculture  enclosing  a  statement  of 
the  director  of  Ihe  Central  railway  in  regard  to  the 
cause  of  the  irregularities  in  the  passenger  and 
freight  service  of  Ihe  road.     The  director  says  that 


the  road  requires  more  rolling-stock,  more  ware- 
houses  and  more  room  for  switches  al  the  cily 
station.  He  estimates  at  4,000,000$  the  cost  of 
putting  the  rond  into  a  proper  condition  for  the 
freight  and  passenger  service.  He  thinks,  how- 
ever,  that  with  Ihe  measures  he  has  already 
adopted  the  service  will  improve  after  the  1st  of 
October.  Chamber  of  Deputies,- ■Deputy  Arthur 
Rios  inquired  what  had  been  done  in  regard  to  re- 
moval to  a  more  commodious  building.  The  pre- 
sident slated  thai  the  minister  of  the  Interior  had 
ordered  ihe  removal  of  the   hoard  of    health  from 

ihe  old  building  of  the  Chamber  o|  Deputies,  An 
engineer  had  examined  the  building  and  estimated 
the  cost  of  repairs  at  60,000$.  The  building  could 
be  made  ready  in  35  days.  Deputy  Arthur  Rios 
said  the  explanations  of  the  chair  were  not  satis- 
factory. If  ihe  Chamber  wailed  for  the  action  of 
the  department  of  the  interior,  it  might  makeup 
its  mind  lo  stay  where  it  is.  Deputy  Nile-  Pecanha: 
—"You  are  allncking  Minister  Araripe."  Depuly 
Arthur  Rios  :— "  I  would  atlack  the  devil  himself 
to  get  out  of  this  place."  Depuly  Serzedello ;~- 
"1  have  observed  that  you  have  a  special  grudge 
against  this  minister.  And  yet  he  is  my  favorite 
—the  most  inoffensive  of  all  ihe  ministers."  The 
present  building,  says  Deputy  Arthur  Rios,  is 
entirely  unsiiitcd  for  ihe  purpose.  The  acoustic 
arrangements  arc  so  bad  that  half  the  time  the 
deputies  vote  without  knowing  what  they  are 
voting  for.  And  yet  the  government  has  squan- 
dered on  il  a  great  deal  of  money.  A  Deputy.— 
"920,000$."  Another  Depuly:— "Make  it  a  round 
I,000,OOO$,"  Denuty  Marliubo  Rodrigues  said  lhat 
bom  a  feeling  of  delicacy  he  had  absented  himself

The  bill  prohibiting  the  use  of  titles  and 
decorations  was  carried  by  71  votes  lo  53.  Ihe 
motion  of  Depuly  Demetrio  Ribeiro  for  the  appoint- 
ment ol  n  special  commitlee  lo  inquire  into  the 
expediency  id  altering  the  present  circuiting 
medium  and  other  questions  relating  to  the  cur- 
rency was  passed,  and  the  author  of  the  motion 
and  Deputies  Mayriuk,  Figvieircdo,  Serzedello,  and 
Leopoldo  de  BulhSes  were  appointed  on  the  com- 
millee.  Committees  were  also  appointed  lo  inquire 
into  the  following  subjects  :  —  Retirements  ami 
pensions ;  government  grants ;  public  lauds. 
Depuly  Serzedello  insisted  on  his  motion  in  regard 
lo  Decree  No,  43S  of  June  11.  This  decice  is  in 
force  in  all  the  slates  excepl  Paia,  whose  governor 
had  bad  the  courage  lo  resisl.  This  shows  lhat 
the  general  government  will  yield  if  the  Males 
contend  vigorously  lor  their  rights.
